Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-53 and 64-68 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Regarding claims 1 , 31 and 64 the references of the Prior Art of record fails to 
teach or suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claims 1 , 31 and 64, 
and specifically comprising the limitation of thick film dielectric layer located between the 
electrodes and pixel substructure comprising at least two sub-pixels, each sub-pixel 
comprising a blue-light emitting electroluminescent inorganic phosphor and at least one 
photoluminescent phosphor layer, each photoluminescent phosphor associated with a 
respective one of the sub-pixels such that the blue light emitted by each sub-pixel is 
absorbed by the associated photoluminescent phosphor layer to emit a colored light 
other than the blue light. 

Claims 2-30, 40-53 and 66 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 
because of their dependency status from claim 1 . 

Claims 32-39 and 67 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 31 because of 
their dependency status from claim 31 . 

Claims 65 and 68 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 64 because of 
their dependency status from claim 64.
